Whence we muft Neceffarily allow “ unieis we be 
fo Profane as to be:eve the Scriprur < to be Con- 
tradi€tcry to themfelves) this 1’ in St. 
Pau! muft be cap»ble of a meaning Dilterent from 
the Querift’s. And whatthac Different meaning is, 
will be fhewn in the fudiequent Particulars. 

2. There isa Figure commonto both Sacred and 
Profane Authors ( call’d by Rhetoricians a Metony- 
my or Tranf{nomination of things ) which not only 
ufes the Canfe for the Effect, and Vice Ver/a, but, 
when itexpreffes the Caufe only, intends both Caufe 
and Effe& too. And this Figure we frequently 
make ufe of in common Converfation. Thus (for 
inftance ) when we defire another to Hearken toour 
Advice, we mean nor a bare Atteation of his Mind 
to what we Propofe (tho’ that be the Proper Sig- 
Nification of the word Hearken.) but intend alto the 
natural confequence of that Airention. Whence to 
Fearken to Advice and to Fullom Advice are terms e- 

"valent. As Love therefore is the Principle of 

bedience, fo St, Paul intends that Obedience too, 
Of which itis the Princip'c, or, if you pleale, he 
tatends fuch a l ove, as is Productive of Obedience.

And that the Scripmres actually intend fuchaLove 
as this, they themfelves acquaint us, as often as 
they Demand (and very frequently they do fo) our 
Unrival’d Hearts, our Undivided Leve. If there- 
fore we wou'd Love God in a Scriprural Accept. 
ance, we mult be able to addrefs him in rhe Lan- 
puage of the Plalmift ; Whom haw: I in Heaven but 
free? and there 1s None,there is Nothing upon Earth, 
that 1 defire in comparifon of thee.
